crops— but plaster, principally, on clover and 
roots, and salt on cereals. Superphosphate is also 
employed to a small extent on roots. 
Crop Yields 50 Tears Ago 

"About 89 per cent of the uncleared land is 
reported suitable for cultivation, if cleared." The 
average yield of fail wheat was 20 bushels per 
acre; spring wheat, 12% bushels; barley 25% 
bushels; peas, to which seven per cent of the land 
was devoted, 10% bushels to the acre; oats, 38& 
bushels; rye (hardly any sown), 15 to 20 bushels; 
corn (hardly any grown) 25 to 40 bushels; buck- 
wheat (in Whitchurch only), 15 bushels; potatoes, 
to which one and a half per cent of the land was 
devoted, 103% bushels; turnips, one and three- 
tenths per cent of the land, 383 bushels. 

Animal Population 

"The townships sustain 27,669 horned cattle 
[twice that number now, states Mr. Cockburn], 
20,230 horses, 27,984 sheep, and 14,388 hogs," the 
report relates. "The horses are draught and 
general-purpose, with Clydesdale blood (some 
fine thoroughbreds have been introduced and the 
number is increasing); cattle— Durham, Ayrshire 
and Devon grades; sheep— Leiscester, Cotswold 
and Southdown; and hogs— Berkshire, Suffolk and 
Essex [no mention of Yorkshire or Tamworth, Mr. 
Cockburn points out]. 

Forest Areas 

"About 22% per cent of the area of York is 
Still under timber, consisting of beech, maple, elm, 
bass wood, pine, hemlock, cedar, tamarack and 

birch; used for building purposes, fencing and 
firewood. 

"Just Become A Town" 

"The market facilities of this county are un- 
exceptionable. Toronto, the principal market 
centre, is easily reached by road and railway. 
There are also good markets at Newmarket 
(which has just become a town — the only one in 
the county outside of Toronto), Sutton, Aurora, 
Stouffville and King. Every township has one 
or more railways passing through it, or is within 
easy access to railways. Nearly all the farm 
produce of the county is consumed in Toronto, or 
is shipped thence to eastern and western markets. 
Newmarket's Early Industries 

"Omitting the city of Toronto, which has no 
municipal connection with the county of York, 
and which has large and varied manufactories, 
there are, in addition to other local industries 
dependent upon or providing a market for agri- 
cultural products, three flouring mills reported in 
Etobicoke; two cheese factories, two tanneries, 
two carding mills, seven grist mills, in King; 
milling, farm implements, carriage and wagon 
and two cheese factories in Markham; two agri- 
cultural implement factories in Vaughan; six 
grist, one woollen, and three paper mills and three 
tanneries in York; and flouring, saw and planing 
mills, a tannery, a woollen mill, a hat manufac- 
tory, and organ, carriage and furniture manufac- 
tories in Newmarket. Some lumbering is still 
carried on in the county " 
Dependent On Each Other 

Nothing succeeds like success.. Built originally 
on the natural productiveness of the soil of the 
surrounding country, Toronto's prosperity has 
been part of the prosperity of farmers of this 
district, and farm prosperity has been a large 
part of Toronto's prosperity. Both Toronto 
and the surrounding farm district are dependent 
on each other, but also on the prosperity of 
Canada and the rest of the world. 
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OUR BUYING POWER AND OUR FARMERS 

In a current advertisement a Toronto news- 
paper states that one-fifth of the population of 
Canada and one-third of the buying power is 
concentrated within a radius of 100 miles of 
Toronto. Assuming the accuracy of this state- 
ment, it is interesting to investigate the origin of 
our prosperity. Why did the city of Toronto 
grow up on the shore of Lake Ontario? There 
is only, one answer. Toronto got its start as the 
government, trading and later industrial centre 
of one of the richest farming areas in the entire 
dominion. Thanks to the local agricultural 
representative, Mr. W. M. Cockburn, we are able 
to go into this subject a little more deeply. Mr. 
Cockburn has unearthed and lent to The Era a 
copy of "Appendix IT of the report of the Ontario 
Agricultural Commission, a 6P8-page volume 
published in 1881. At that time, the report tells, 
the population of York county was 59,882 (1871 
census) and the population of Toronto was 
77,034. 

York County In 1881 

The report begins, concerning York county: 
"All the townships in this county were entered 
and largely settled between 1700 and S8I5. The 
first entered was Markham, and the Inst Georginn, 
in the years named. One-third of the latter 
township is still unsettled; also about 2,000 acres 
in East Gwillimhury, and 1,000 in North Gwillinv 
bury; in the remaining townships the process of 
settlement was completed in, on nn average, a 
little over 45% years." 

Soil Described 

The soil is described. "Except in North 
Gwillimhury, which reports 3,000 acres, there is 
no land in the county which Is too stony or has 
rock too near the surface to be profitably cul- 
tivated; about seven per cent is so hilly as to 
be objectionable for the purposes of cultivation, 
about 11 percent is bottom, seven and n half per 
cent Is swampy, and rather less than two per 
cent Is wet springy land. About OR per cent of 
the nrcn is reported as rolling and cultivable. 
About 44% per cent is reported first-dnss for 
agricultural purposes, 33 per cent second -class, 
ar.d the remainder third-class," 

flood Houses 

A number of Hems In the report indicate that 
these farmers of over half n century ago were 
exceptionally prosperous compared to most tillers 
of the soil. "About 02 per cent of the farm 
dwelling:! are reported to be either of brick, stone, 
or first-class frame; the remainder are log or of 
inferior frame. Of the outbuildings 07 per cent 
arc reported first-class; the remainder are 
Inferior. About WA per cent of the farms arc 
reported to have been drained, principally In 
King. Markham and York townships. Tile has 
been largely used in the latter township, and in 
the others io o limited extent. 

Ufttd Kuperphonphate Then Too 

"There are larger quantities of artificial fertil- 
isers employed in this county than In any other 
county In tho province [Indicating, wo uuppoKo, 
not that York noil was poorer, but that our for- 
mer* wero more well-to-do and more progress- 
ive!. Plaster and salt oro used In tho proportion 
of from 100 lbs. to 150 lbs. of tho former, and 300 
lbs* of tho latter, on nearly alt descriptions of 



YOUTn IN POLITICS 

Although the younger Pitt was prime minister 
of Great Britain when he was 23 years old, young 
men do not commonly reach such high posts. 
Someone told us the other day, when we men- 
tioned Pitt, that government was a simple matter 
then, involving the ability to declare war and 
make a speech. How is it then that Eric Cross, a 
man of only 31 or 32, we believe, has become 
minister of municipal affairs and public welfare? 
We wore very interested to see and hear him at 
the warden's banquet last week. He has the 
advantage of looking to be about 40 (something 
of the Wilfrid Hefghington type in appearance, 
but somewhat more substantial In build), ire 
spoke very nervously, turning his head from side 
to side. His speech indicated considerable matur- 
ity, as though his youthful Idealism had been 
toned down by the hard facts of life. His speech 
was not outstanding. He gave the impression that 
speaking was not his strongest side, although 
there was a finish and caution about what he 
said that made you feel that he had a gift for 
politics. In fact, his address seemed almost like 
n studied effort to say nothing important. Many 
n young mnn would have seized at the opportun- 
ity to talk shop to these municipal men, hut Mr. 
Cross chose to give a semi-humorous, semi- 
philosophical address on the responsibility of the 
individual to the state and the development of n 
distinctive national culture. We can imagine the 
cautious William Lyon Mackenzie King giving n 
similar address. Mr. Cross should go a long way. 




rUHMC GAMING 

We had the privilege of meeting last week with 
n committee of tho Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association. These men were mostly in their 
fifties, half a dozen of the outstanding weekly 
newspapermen of Ontario, and they wero discuss- 
ing matters of concern to the public, discussing 
ways and means of Interesting all weekly news- 
papers, in the public Interest, in editorial dis- 
cussion of public Issues. One of the subjects these 
men were Interested in was the almost universal 
reliance on games of chance to raise funds for 
charitable and worthy purposes. It is hard to lay 
your finger on Just what is wrong about gambling, 
hut It seems to be In conflict with our philosophy 
of lifo. Wo teach our children that there Is no 
royal road to learning, no easy way to success, 
and then we turn around and teach thorn, through 
public exhibitions of gaming, that there Is another 
way of getting along, by taking u chance, by 
buying a sweepstake ticket, by gambling our way 
through life. We supiKisc that the provisions in 
Ihe criminal code against gaming and tickets of 
chance ore based on church teachings againsl 
gambling and the knowledge that many homes 
and many men have been ruined through gam- 
bling. Most of us do buy tickets of chance and 
give our approval to raising money in this way, 
but possibly wo are doing more harm than good. 
At lODftl, it Is worth thinking about. When half n 
dozen weekly newspaper proprietors, representing 
towns all as big or bigger than our own, are 
alarmed about tho gambling craze in Ontario, wo 
thought that wo could not do other than to pass 
nlong their reaction to you. Have we any other 
means of raising money for community welfare 
purposes? Would wo he hotter off to organize 
ft Perforation for Community Service, moko n 
budgot and mnko n direct appeal for funds onco 
n year, as Is dono In most cities?

And this year it is beginning to 
bear fruit. 

Tho three days spent by farm 
leaders in Toronto did not 
occasion the stir In the press or 

in the public mind that some 

other conventions have done. Hut 
then the great biennial conven- 
tion of the American co-opera- 
tive league held last year in 
Columbus was not featured a 
great deal in the press of that 
city. It Is not in the some man- 
ner ns in the unlucky days of the 
Burnaby room that co-operation 
is again on tho upswing. Indeed 
some of our greatest problems are 
connected with righting the mis- 
takes mode in that other era of 
co-operative development 

In the main convention of tho 
United Farmers of Ontario there 
was n decided movement toward 
a strengthened eo-nporotlve 
notion based on education by the 
study group method. Tho share- 
holders* meeting of tho United 
Farmers' Co-operative Company 
elected the most progressive 
hoard In years, taking a long 
stride on Ihe road to making tho 
company n true co-operative 
wholesale for the province. The 
annual meeting of tho United 
Farm Voting People of Ontario 
ami tho public farm youth forum 
reflected a desire for rural edu- 
cation and more of it. 

The feature visitor to tho con- 
vention wan K. It. Howen, pec- 
rotary of tho American Co- 
operative League, lately relumed 

from a tour to Europe. Mr. Rowan 

delivered two excellent address- 
es on co-operation ns n remedy 
for our social Ills, But most 
valuable was tho half hour chat 
which I had with him personally. 
Ho hod hoard In Now York of 
tho experiment in study groups 
being carried nn by Pickering 
Col logo Community Extension 
Service: and lie had a lot of 
suggestions. 

Greatest educational experi- 
ment In America, thinks Mr. 
Howen, Is that of St. Fraud* 
Xavlor University In Novo Scotia. 



Hut the methods used in the 
study groups of Sweden arc very 
illuminating. Over there they 
have the thing developed in a 
big way. Study guides In Sweden 
are not single sheets as are those 
in York; they are small, low 
priced booklets which take the 
place of several of our sheets. 
About n page of printed matter 
will deal with each subject for 
discussion nnd refer to various 
sources of further information. 
Then will come questions on the 
subject ending with one major 
question. Every third page in the 
booklet is left blank to be used 
by tho member of Ihe study 
group in making notes of pre- 
paration. 

The member studies the ma- 
terial, thinks of the subject In 
terms of the questions provided, 
and records his opinions on the 
blank page. Then at the time 
appointed lie meets with the 
other half dozen members of his 
study group. They compare their 
ideas on tho subject chosen and 
attempt to arrive at some com- 
mon opinion. A secretary of the 
group is expected to record tho 
Joint opinion on the major 
question and send It to tho head- 
quarters of the educational pro- 
gram. There tho findings of the 
group are studied by a compel- 
tent person. The examiner does 
not assign ratings or mark c's and 
x's. Instead he raises a question 
or suggestion concerning the re- 
port ami sends It hack to be con- 
sidered In the group. 

Wo'ro all on edge to try Ihe 
Swedish method on a group or 
two In York. It might stimulate 
preparation of material In ad- 
vance of study group meetings, 
which lias been nu>sl Inadequate, 
(In I his- type of education, hiime- 
\vork Is an essential), It might 
also insure a continuity of effort 
which will be vital to success In 
Ihe study groups.

Aren't you glad you live in an 

apple country? You might think 
it nicer to live way down south 
where the oranges grow, but 
would probably boast of the 
apples grown tit home In Ontario. 
Looking over our table, I 
noticed how large a place apples 
filled in the menu. There was 
the great pitcher of fresh sweet 
cider, which his nibs prefers to 
coffee now while It is fresh. 
There was a light amber apple- 
sauce made from spies, and rich 
red apple butler from tho boiled 
cider and sweet apples. And tho 
chutney contained equal parts of 
apples and tomatoes with onions, 
etc. There might have been apple 

pie, but there just wasn't. Out 
there was some apple Jelly made 
from the parings of those big red 
autumn apples. So much for tho 
use of apples. Then there Is tho 
growing heap of evaporated 

apples, made from windfalls. 

Hack In our early days and 
before that, cider was made in 
greater quantities than now, and 
apple butter filled great crocks 
for an all-the-year-round sauce. 
There were lots. of natural onplo 
trees planted, especially for cuter 
apples, now these would not find 
space In nn orchard, as every 
tree is supposed to give n reason 
for lis existence— or be cut down. 

Hut there ore lots of wild or 
natural apple trees nround back 
lots, fences, etc. These bear 
apptes suitable for cider, and If 
they are sweet, make the cider 
rich and thick. 

A hubby which oven boys may 
cultlvoto is that of grafting. 
These natural apple trees are 
hardy and may be made to bear 
good fruit by grafting oil good 
varieties. They me acclimatized, 
and not easily winter-kilted. One 
draw-back to allowing these trees 
to grow around woods and fences 
is that caterpillars and nit kinds 
of apple tree pests flourish there, 
as they uro not generally 
sprayed, and so are a menace to 
cultivated trees. If a farmer owns 
a spray outfit, those trees may ho 
looked after, and their fruit Im- 
proved.

New econ- 
omic conditions nnd changes In 
rural life require new training that 
Is not being provided by our agri- 
cultural college. 

At present this feeling Is grow- 
ing throughout the province. It 
may be that our new courses of 
studies in public and high schools 
are going to force changes In the 
universities. We found a most 
healthy desire umong tho boys nnd 
girls at Onclph for more emphasis 
on social studies. A resolution call- 
ing for the establishment of a de- 
partment In rural sociology nt the 
college received unanimous support 
by the forum of the Student 
Christian Movement. 

The widespread respect for Pro- 
fessor Drummond as heralding a 
new life In the department of 
economics Is encouraging. Many of 
the students spoke of President 
Christie's announcement that more 
attention would be given to rural 
economics in future. One of the 
greatest difficulties In making such 
a move seems to be that the pres- 
ent very valuable courses arc so

"Nobody else has said anything 
about the water, and perhaps I 
better not. Newmarket need never 
fear for lack of water. 

"I think the incoming council 
should let the men on relief start 
work piping In the Bogarttown 
^r**k. I don't mean to spend 
40 or 550,000, but to start now 
while we have water. 

"We haven't enough houses. 
There nced3 to be a lifting of the 
burden of real estate. We need 
small houses for working-men. to 
rent for $10, $12 or $15 a month. « 
"The Hra had a piece In about 
our population growing so much 
in so many years. We can't do 
that unless we have houses." 

"The International Water Supply 
Co. arc doing the best they can 
to solve the problems before us," 
said William Dixon, nominated for 
council. "People asfc why we 
don't do this or that. Tho reason 
la that it isn't our well. We 
haven't taken it over from that 
company. * 

"People seem to think that wo 
are going to lose out on this well. 
But It will be found that wo ore 
well protected by the contract. The 
contract calls for 200 gallons of 
water a minute, for Instance. 

"You couldn't taste belter water 
than we get from that well, but 
unfortunately after it go<*x through 
our mains it picks up Iron. We 
will have to treat the ran inn. 

"The trouble about Kplowalks and 
streets la that we have a limited 
budget. We do tho beat we can 
with the money available." 

"Wo might call this coronation 
year economy year," Bald Arthur 
Evans, nominated for councillor. 
"They decided on 43 mills. Then 
they decided to make it 42 mills. 
So it was taken off the public 
works oomrnlltee. That'll why you 
have no sidewalks. 

"The special paving was under- 
taken by the council as a whole. 
So we can't count that as over- 
spending tho committee's budget. 
"We have all (finds of good water 
around this town. We won't get 
through with this well for less 
than 120,000. Wouldn't it be rea- 
sonable for the council to bring 
In a icport on the cost of getting 
the water from three or four dif- 
ferent sources? Then submit It 
to the ratepayers. It Is worth $200 
to know what Iho mtcpoyors think. 
"Then there Is the building by- 
law that we didn't got, 

"I think wo should encourage 
any organisation that wants to 
Improvo tho town." 

"I think the citizens should ap- 
preciate the great amount of work 
that Is done by tho council with- 
out any remuneration," said N. 
I*. Mathews, K. (:., town elcik and 
solicitor, who acted as chairman 
of tho meeting.
